T Hasketh appeared before thie 
meeting and requested that some 
member of the council be appointed 
to look over the ditch north of his 
place. The public works committee 
was requested to attend to this and 
see if anything could be done 
to remedy the situation. The cleanin 
campaign was tabled until the next 
meeting when all tie the ditches for 
the new water works system should 
be filled in, ‘The question of turning 
on water to water users came up for 
discussion. It was decided that and 
O.K. be given to the town engineer 
by the secretary showing that the 
cost of material used in installation 
from the valve to the building, the 
deposit of %3 and all water arrears 
have been \paid, befcii2 individual val- 
ves shall be turned on. The secretary 
and the all committee are to prepare 
a bylaw. covering licenses for travel- 
ling shows and carnivals. 

The council was ‘informed after 
much discussion that insull brick for 
the Lagion Hall would not be suf- 
ficiently fire proof, Mir. Murray was 
asked ‘to, contact the CAR and the 
Agricultura] Asociation and endeavor 
to zet a transfer of the property di- 
rectly from the CPR to the town. 

The secretary was authorized to 
purchase a filing cabinet. By-law No. 
114 was rescinded and a new bylaw 
basing tie tax ate at 100 percent on 
improvem2nts be ipassed providing 
that an extension of time be obtained 
from the director of assessment, The 
bylaw was given two readings. 

The price of copper pipe used in 
intallation of the water system on 
private property was set as follows: 
three-quarter inch 40c and half inch 
24c, No credit ‘is to be given for 
pieces returned of less than ten /eet, 

Corp, Yates of the RCMP met the 
council asking whether the council 
required a weekly or a monthly re- 
port on policing the town. The council 
eizreed tat a monthly report is all 
that is necessary. ‘The Corporal also 
asked the opinion of the council re- 
garding the stop signs. He suggested 
that as 6th Avenue was no longer 
a main highway the stop signs north 
of the railway track at the junction 
of the old highway and also Railway 
Street and tiie highway. were no long- 
er needed. ‘The council » will follow 
the sugrzestion and have the stop 
signs north of the railway crossing 
removed, 

After discussion regarding child- 
ren riding bicycles on the sidewalks 
the secretary was instructed to insert 
a notice in ‘Ihe Call to the effect that 
in future children found riding on 
the sidewalks would definitely be.

The United States has contributed $54,688,000 and has under- 
taken to increase this to $100,000,000 by adding $72 for every $28 given 
by any other government. Donations to the fund by organizations and in- 
dividuals have amounted to $10,238,000. In spite of these donations the 
Children’s Emergency Funds recently reported a shortage of $28,000,000 
for the present year and no guarantee of funds to continue their work in 
the future, Since that time an appeal for funds has been made and to this 
and to future appeals, both to governments and to individuals it is to be 
hoped that there will be generous response. The Children’s Emergency 
Fund is an international organization, but Canada has given leadership in 
encouraging its work, which is undoubtedly one of the most necessary and 
humanitarian efforts being carried on at the present time.

Retain Leadership 
In Tourist Trade 


ARIS, — France, having regained 
its place last year as the No. 1 
tourist attraction of the world, in- 
tends to see to it that it retains this 
rank in 1949. 
Another reason for cheérful faces 
in tourist headquarters here is in- 
creased shipping this year represent- 
ed by the new Cunard liner Caronia 
and the French Line’s Ile de France 
which is scheduled to go back into 
service some time during the sum- 
mer, 
The princtpal reason for optimism 
is that the country at no time since 
the war has been in better shape 
than now to receive visitors. This is 
particularly true of Paris, 
The hotels have reached their pre- 
war level and many have improved 
on that. Refurbishing of rooms and 
interiors, and restocking of supplies 
have been going on apace, and per- 
sonnel is up to full strength. Prices 
are generally higher than last year 
in keeping with the generally rising 
cost of living, but are still reasonable 
when calculated on the official ex- 
change rate of about 330 francs to $1.

NEW YORK. — Americans will 
spend an estimated $15,000/000,000 
on their vacations and pleasure 
travel this year, which helps explain 
the tourist’s important position in 
the world. He is, in Marshall Plan 
language, an inexhaustible “invisible 
export”, 

More than $800,000,000 will be 
spent on foreign travel, About $400,- 
000,000 of this will go for trans-At- 
lantic passage and vacations in 
Western Europe, Another $275,000,- 
000 will be left in Canada. 

Tourists at home will spend about 
$14,000,000,000 on transportation, ho- 
tels, food, entertainment, souvenirs 
and the assorted equipment with 
which most vacationists load them- 
selves down. 


Tips For Motorists 
Planning Trip 
On Alaskan Road 


ASHINGTON—The average mo- 
torist, with car in good condi- 
tion and a taste for adventure off 
the beaten path, will find a trip over 
the Alaskan highway a memorable 
experience and he will not encounter 
too many difficulties in the matter of 
getting service and accommodations, 
This is the gist of a report issued 
by the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation following an inspection, 

Other tips for the prospective 
Alaskan traveler: 

In addition to having the car in 
first class condition, carry a good 
jack and two spare tires mounted 
on the wheels.

Passing a car trailing a cloud of 
dust can be very dangerous, Wait 
until you can make sure that there's 
no car coming the other way and 
that the road ahead is straight,

Forecast Record 
Number Of Cars 
On Highways 


NEw YORK.—A record year for 
vacation driving with at 
least 24,000,000 cars headed for 
summer recreation areas, is the 
forecast currently being advanc- 
ed on the basis of inquiries al- 
teady received by various auto- 
mobile organizations. 

It is expected that there will be 
more holiday motorists than in 1948 
and that the total mileage they will 
run up will exceed that for the cor- 
responding period last year. 

While it is estimated that about 
$6,000,000,000 will be spent by moe 
torists on vacation—which is about 
the same as last year—there are ine 
dications that individual expenditures 
will be reduced, Motorists appear 
to be more budget conscious this 
season, and how they distribute their 
cash and how much they spend seems 
to be a matter of growing concern 
to them, according to the American 
Automobile Association and the 
Automobile Club of New York. 

With gasoline and repair facilities 
more plentiful and all prices down 
somewhat from the high of early this 
year, 82 per ‘cent. of the vacationists 
are expected to travel by automobile 
this season. Only 76 per cent. used 
that means of transportation before 
the war. 

Foreign travel is also expected to 
continue to increase in popularity, 
with Canada leading in tourist pref- 
erence. Last year set a record for 
travel to Canada frém the United 
States, and the Canadian Govern- 
ment and resorts are determined to 
reap again a full share of the tour- 
ist harvest. Mexico is also continu. 
ing to show a strong increase in visi-

However, if you do become involv- 
ed with poison ivy, don’t scratch and 
remember that your greatest friend 
is cheap laundry soap, which gets 
down to business with the oily poi- 
son. Use soap generously and scrub 
the infected parts well under run- 
ning water. 


Beware of drinking water which 


appears clean, but possibly could be 
contaminated. Water is a notorious 
vehicle for the transmission of seri- 
ous diseases, but can be made safe 
by boiling or chlorinating. Also, the 
common dipper or cup should be 
avoided, 

Vacationists are advised against 
the use of unpasteurized milk. Home 
pasteurization methods should be 
used if the commercially pasteurized 
product is not available, Use of milk 
in its raw state involves unnecessary 
risk because while milk is one of the 
best all-round foods available, it un- 
fortunately is easily contaminated by 
disease-dealing bactéria. This applies 
to milk produced under the most 
sanitary conditions, 

Also, it will be well to remember 
that many of the summer difficulties 
with children result from insufficient 
rest, Older infants and young chil- 
dren should go to bed at least as 
early on hot nights as usual—and if 
showing signs of fatigue should be 
bathed and put to bed earlier,

Faremrs and their 
hired help and-others can retain their] 5 
comfort and energy by using more 
salt on their meals or carrying a small 
salt shaker in the hip pocket when out
